Mr. Kennedy, how- 
ever, rcaflirms his fcUtement that he will 
have the speech published in the Re- 
cord, as it was delivered, and in this 
event, Mr. Dalzel, of Pennsylvania, will 
offer tho resolution prepared by the 
Pennsylvania -republican delegation, 
providing that it bo expunged. A mem- 
ber of the Louitana delegation, Mr. 
Boatner, democrat, drew up a resolution 
yesterday providing for the expulsion of 
Kennedy for his attack upon the senate, 
but upon consultation with some of the 
democratic leaders he decided not to in- 
troduce it. 
Future developments de-

Excessive Ugliness in Soldiers. 


THE THIRSTY LEECH. 


AX OLD-TIME AID TO BLOOD 


LKTTIXG. 


Ugliness as a disqualifying cause seems 


intelligible in a candidate for matrimony, 
but is certainly less so when the question 
is one of fitness for military service. 
This, however, is one on the fis*. of dis- 
qualifications laid down by the head of 
the Medical Department in a manual just 
issued on "Conscription in France." 
Latterly the French authorities seem to 
be much more liberal in admitting the 
claims of men who do not wish to serve. 
The rejections are five per cent, more 
numerous than at the previous conscrip- 
tion. The French arc looking more to 
the quality of their array than to the 
number of recruits. Excessive ugliness, 
says this military doctor, makes a man 
ridiculous, prevents him from having 
authority over his comrades, and leaves 
him morbid and sensitive. If the ugli- 
ness be adequate the claim must be al- 
lowed. "Male hysteria1' is another valid 
plea. 
The army dectors say it exists 


among French conscripts, and it is the 
more objectionable as it is contagious.— 
[London Telegram.

tinually. 'Give, give." According to the 
natural history neither the horse-leech 
nor his (laughters ilo anything of the 
soil, the appetite of thU v«riety of the 
ont-c popular worm being quite easily satis- 
fied. 
Neither ha* it the blood-sucking 


tastes of the in di nary leech, for it is 
well established that it will not attack 
man, while it i< equally well known that 
the leech of the medical world will. It 
is doubtful whether it ever attaches itself 
to hoise-> or other animals and it is con- 
tent to make a m:-al oil another worm, 
which it does by --wallowing it whole 
after the fashion of thai other worm, the 
snake. The horse-leech, it is true, is big 
and looks fierce, but. as in the case of 
the big black ant aad the little red one, 
it is the little one that is to be avoided. 
Lastly, although this objection may be 
considered hypercritical, the horse-leech 
never had any daughters, all of its child- 
ren being bi-sexed. true hermaphrodites. 


Possibly what the erudite translators 


of the Old Testament set down in Saxon 
as the horse-leech was not the horse-leech 
at all in the original : or perhaps what 
was meant was the leech which is gather- 
ed by horses. In the great leech ponds 
and streams of Kurope and Asia, a big 
haul of the worm used to be made by 
driving horses in the infected localities. 
The little bloodsuckers would then fasten 
themselves to the poor animal's Icg.s and 
body, from which, when the worms were 
saturated, the gatherers would pick them 
off. 
Leeches have to be gathered with a 


little more care, the sources of supply 
having become much more limited than 
they were fifty years ago, 
They former- 


ly inhabited in great numbers the marshes 
and streams of most countries ef Europe, 
but now they are successfully cultivated 
only in France and Hungary, a}though 
they come from Turkey, SVallachia, Rus- 
pia, Egypt and Algeria. The best leeches 
were long supposed to come from Swe- 
den, butlhe supplies have run short. 
Pans is now the center of the European 
export trade, many of the leeches that 
come from there being labeled as Swe- 
dish. 


Prior to 183!) there was no regular im- 


port trade of leeches iuto this country, 
the supply being kept up by sea captains 
who occasionally brought them over in 
small numbers on private speculation. 
Leechers were, therefore, obliged to de- 
pend largely on the native leech for draw- 
ing blood, the native species being in 
considerable demand during the early 
part of the present century. It was found 
that there were many American species, 
its habitat being quite widely distributed, 
but the best came from Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, especially Berks and Bucks coun- 
ties. The European species is generally 
conceded to bo superior to the American, 
but during the earlier period of impor- 
tation the prii es charged for the Europ- 
ean blood-sucker was so high that the 
American leech held its ground for a 
time. 
Gradually, however, prices fell, 


until now, although the European leech 
is still a trifl. more expensive than the 
ur.tive. its dost is so slight that it is al- 
most universally employed, excepting in 
special cases, and in a few localities 
where the American leech is preferred. 
No American leeches, it is believed, are 
now used in any American city except 
Philadelphia, where they are still in 
slight demand. 
In fact, the latter city 


appears to have held to the old custom 
of leeching more than any other Amer- 
ican city of which there is any inform- 
ation. Now, perhaps, scarcely more than 
^1,000 American leeches are used in a year, 
although more than that number are 
sold to the druggist, the supply coming 
from one person who collects them in the 
Pennsylvania counties mentioned aud in 
the ponds about Trenton, X. J. 


Up to 1878 New York was the only 


port that was in the leech-import busi- 
ness, but in that year New Orleans also 
began their importation, -while San Fran- 
cisco has long been the tlft third import- 
er. In San Francisco the business is in 
the hands of a French woman 
Madame 


Patural. 
They are imported 
during 


most of the year, but only to, a slight ex- 
tent in summer, as they are easily killed 
by an excess of heat. In June. July and 
August the mortality in the East some- 
times reaches as high as 25 per cent. 
They are brought here packed in swamp 
earth in air and water-tight wooden cases, 
holding 1,500 leeches each. These cases 
are made rather light, and are 
about 


twenty-one inches long, fifteen 
inches 


wide, and thirteen inches high. 
In 


shipping leeches from place to place iu 
this country the same cases are used for 
sending large quantities, and tight wood- 
en pails for smaller numbers, the pack- 
ing of swamp earth being also employed. 
American leeches, on the contrary, are 
kept best in water, in earthern or glass 
jars in a cool place. In the case of very 
large quantities storage ponds are em- 
ployed, the principal being on Long Is- 
land, between Winfield and New-town. 


Though but slightly used now, there 


are few people who do not know that the 
leech is used as a blood-letting machine, 
its use dating back to Galen, and the 
process by which it fills itself with blood 
being graphically described by naturalists 
who lived contemporaneously with Pliny 
and Herodotus. 
Cupping and leeching 


were the curative methods employed in 
all febrile disorders, and indeed for al- 
most any ill. They were applied to any 
part of the skin, as well as to the mouth 
and other available inlets. 
When the 


distinct locality was to be attacked the 
leech was applied in ft thimble or leech 
glass, the latter being a small tube with 
a slightly contracted opening, and some- 
times provided with a glass piston for 
pushing master leech on. In the case of 
brain fever or concussion of the brain the 
leeches were simply laid on by the doctor, 
sometimes as many as two dozen hanging 
on at the same time. 80 prominent a 
part of the doctor's practice, indeed, was 
this application of leeches that the doc- 
tor himself was often called "a leech" or 
a "learned leech" as by any other title. 
—[San Francisco Chronicle.

THE WRECKING TRAIN. 


Something About the Outfit Carried 


in Its Cars. 


Accidents will happen occasionally on 


the best managed laiboads, and some- 
time* bad wrecks happen, the cause of 
which frequently is a mystery, and the 
tiacks are blockaded for hours. 
For 


every minute the tiack remains blocked 
money and time are io:.t, and passenger 
and freight tratlic is interrupted. So the 
railroad-, are always picpared, and with- 
in thirty minutes after a wreck has hap- 
pened a wrecking train is on the way 
with a trained crew of men. and if the 
telegram announcing the wreck says that 
passengers or employees are injured the 
wrecking train comes along with its 
physicians, 
bandages and cots. 
A 


wrecking train is about the homeliest 
thing owned by a railroad company, but 
when they are needed thev are needed 
badly. 


The wrecking cars are kept at the end 


of a division, and are directly under the 
control of the superintendent of that 
division. The wrecking train is com- 
posed of three cars and a powerful loco- 
motive, and all -the ears are fitted with 
air brakes. The first car is what is 
known as the truck car. 
The body of 


the car is very low, and uporf it are car- 
ried two extra pairs of trucks, rails, 
cross ties and spikes, for sometimes the 
track is torn up in a wreck. The second 
car is the wrecking car. 
It is built of 


the heaviest timber, and is mounted on 
two pairs of small, heavy trucks. 
Half 


of the car is covered over and the other 
half is a mere platform, but arising from 
the centre is a powerful derrick with a- 
28-foot boom. 
AVith this powerful con- 


trivance trucks, cars and locomotives are 
swung about. The covered portion of 
the car resembles inside the store-room 
of a ship, as there are so many cables 
hanging around. 


In one end of the car are two closets, 


one containing the food for the crew. 
The locker is always well filled, for there 
is no telling when the wrecking train 
may be called into service. 
The other 


closet or locker contains medicines, 
bandages, and a portable telegraph out- 
tit, with several coils of wire. If the 
wreck is a bad one the instrument is 
brought into use. 
An operator is picked 


up at the first station along the road, and 
when the scene of the accident is reached 
the wires are set and a telegraph office is 
established. The car carries rope of 
every size and kind up to three inches in 
diameter, hydraulic jacks for raising en- 
gines and cars, levers, pulleys and der- 
rick tackle of all kinds. 
On the Louis- 


ville and Nashville first division wreck- 
ing- cars there are carried oOO feet of 
manila three-inch rope for putting en- 
gines on the track, 300 feet of two-inch 
full line for pulling purposes. 275 feet 
If-inch rope for the derrick, two sixty- 
foot sections of three-inch switch rope 
for pulling on cars, 2-10 feet 2i-inch rope 
for the same purpose, and 230 feet of 
three-inch rope for putting on trucks, 
aud 300 feet for guy lines. 
The next 


car is the ''block car,'' containing short 
blocks of wood of every size for block- 
ing up cars and locomotives. 


At every wreck cars are generally 


tumbled about iu confusio'n. and the 
wrecking crew begin on these. 
The 


shattered ones are pushed off the track, 
and those left in a little better condi- 
tion are put on the track and drawn 
away. 
After this is done there is one 


or more disabled engines. The heavy 
cables on the wrecking are attached to 
the disabled locomotive, and a live one 
at the other end of the rope generally 
by hard work pulls the disabled loco- 
motive back on the track. When the 
track is clear the wrecking train picks 
up all the iron and trucks aud comes 
back to town.—L Courier-Journal.

As he speaks the victim notices a $20 


bill peeping from the stranger's pocket, 
and in an instant has snatched it and is 
handing the man §17 in change, saying as 
he does so that he has deducted $3 for the 
damage. The swindler appears satisfied 
and leaves the store with a sorrowful ex- 
pression on his countenance. 
Presently 


the jeweler takes another look at his cash, 
and then discovers that the bill he has 
taken was one of $2 raised to $20. 


-This game was recently successfully 


operated, and when arrested the swind- 
ler claimed that he had committed no 
crime, as the bil' had been taken from 
his pocket.—[Jewelers, Weekly. 


The "Ocean Graveyard.

The island is 
used as a beacon station on which the 
Canadian 
government maintains two 


lighthouses and stores of provisions to 
be used in ca«c of shipwrecks. 
As there 


is no communication octween Sable Isl- 
and and the mainland except by means of 
chance vessels, it has often happenad 
that shipwrecked seamen have been ke^)t 
on it for a long time without being able 
to make^their condition known. The 
Dominion government now proposes to 
overcime this difficulty by establishing a 
regular system of pigeon pg»t between

French counts have iiine equal pearls 


in their coronets. 
The British baron is 


entitled to a coronet of four big pearls. 
The English viscount has a coronet of 
seven pearls of even size. 
The earl's 


coronet shows five small pearls and four 
strawberry leaves. 
The English marquis 


is entitled to three strawberry leaves and 
two large pearls. French marquises bear 
three strawberry leaves and two clusters 
of three small pearls. 
French viscounts 


arc entitled to a coronet containing three 
large 
pearls and 
two smaller osne. 


French barons are not entitled to a 
coronet, but to what is called a tortil, a 
circlet of gold having a necklace of tiny 
pearls three times around it. The Ger- 
man prince's coronet is very peculiar, 
with its graceful curves of pearls—its 
ermine circled—and the globe and cross, 
indicative of an imperial grant. 
It is 


used in all countries on the Continent, 
with or without the interior velvet cap, 
and is allowed only to descendants of 
sovereign families or members of the 
higher 
house 
of Parliament.—[New 


York Star.

No. 1 is known as 
the "widdy." This instrument, run 
through a key-hole or gimlet-hole, can 
throw back any mortise spring 01 
sliding bolt in use. It will operate the 
finest night-latch, ^o. 2 is used on 
sliding bolts only. No. 3 catches the 
bolt. No. 4 nips the key. 


The safe-burglar is a king in his pro- 


fession. He may be a graduate from 
humble grades of crime, or he may bo 
especially adapted to his peculiar'line 
of work. He must be sly as a fox 
active as a ferret, possessed of a hare's 
fleetness and the strength of a lion 
His eye must be keen enough to de- 
tect the gamester's thumb-marks on 
the ace of clubs, his ear trained deli- 
cately, his hands soft as velvet, yet 
capable of giant effort, so that he could 
clasp a diamond bracelet on a lady's 
wrists as nicely as he would close steel 
handcuffs over a felon's hands. He 
must be a draughtsman, a mechanic, 
an expert in the use of dangerous ex- 
plosives.

A BDROLAH'S KIT OF TOOLS. 


with caution, for tho mere possession 
of burglars' tools is considered a 
felony. 
Some time since, a Chicago 


cracksman was arrested with the finest 
kit of tools ever captured in that city. 
They comprised a marvel of beauty, 
utility, and compactness. 
There were 


sectional jimmies or crowbars, so made 
that in separate pieces they could be 
carried in vest pockets. There were 
drills of the finest temper and manu- 
facture, steel saws and chisels- that 
cost many hundreds of dollars, muffled 
hooks attached to ropes to cross from 
roof to roof, and a steel and silk ladder 
a hundred feet long, and yet so com- 
pact that it could be hidden in a coat- 
sleeve. There was, too. five hundred 
dollars' worth of dynamite, the burglar 
having broken into a powder-house to 
secure it. When arrested, he claimed 
that the drills were for use in mining, 
and the ladders wore mere fire-es- 
capes, and ho actually got free of the 
charge of having burglars' implements 
in his possession. 


The modus operand! of a safe-bur- 


glary is easily described. 
The safe is 


"spotted," and tho store where it is 
located is watched closely for several 
days and nights. Having left a man

on watch for the police or other in- 
truders, the working burglars approach 
tho rear of the store. They cither 
force a door, or apply a sheet of paper 
lovored with gluo or molasses to a 
pane of glass in a window. This 
smashes in -without a noise. 
Once in- 


side, they begin operations by boring 
i hole in the safe above tho 'knob, or 
thej patty up the cracks about the 


dangerous implement 
ever devised 


for 
burglarious 
purposes

drag. This.instrument was operated 
on the principle of a jack-screw. It 
would be clamped upon a safe, and a 
child could turn the crank that drove 
four expanding arms of steel into a 
hole in the safe, tearing lining, plates, 
and all to a shapeless mass in an ex- 
ceedingly brief space of time. It was 
noiseless, too, and for a time the police 
were at a loss to guess how the work

was done, until one of these unique 
implements was accidentally discov- 
ered in the possession of a burglar. 


Time-locks which are so adjusted 


that they cannot be opened until a 
specified time, and the new swinging 
door safe have done much to protect 
banks. An almost impregnable safe 
is now in use. 
It 1ms a door that is 


hingeless, which, when open, is swung 
on independent arms of steel. It has 
rubber flanges, is made of some sixty 
alternate plates of iron and 
steel 


welded transversely, and the burglar 
bores through one plute only to break 
his drill point on the next one. 
The 


inside iron safe box is formed of a con- 
tinuous roll of steel that forms the 
back of the safe, and. air-proof and 
tire-proof, it defies the burglar, unless 
he has several days in which to force it. 


Aside from the use of tools, the burg- 


lar can only rely on opening a safe or 
vault by learning the combination. 
This has been done by uncrewing the 
disc and placing a piece of paper 
under it, the combination disc marking 
the paper with circles: and also by ap- 
plying a iine needle to a piece of wax, 
and adjusting it to the disc.

miles, and Vyrnwy reservoir (supply-

Tha 
Manchar tank in Sciude has an area of 
one hundred and eighty square miles^, 
but only when fed by the waters of tha 
river during tho months of flood, Irjj 
dry mouths it shrinks to quite a- small 
area.

All but 
one were present ftt tho funeral, 


Mr. and Mrs. Beaber were permitted 


to live happily together for nearly fifty- 
six years, lacking but four days, Mrs. 
Beaber departing this life October IS, 
1887. 


Mr. Beabor died August -1,1890, after 


an illness of nearly two weeks, a once 
loving husband, a kind father, a respect- 
ed citizen and a consistent and hopeful 
Christian. He leaves, to mourn hie de-

Those men'who 
used to sympathize with you stand along 
tho street, and they scowl at you from 
under the rim of their hats. You have 
more money or more influence than they 
have, and you ought to be scowled at 
from under the rim of their hats. You 
catch a word or two as you passed by 
them. "Stuck up," says one. "Got it 
dishonestly," says another. "Will burst 
soon," says a third. Every stone in your 
new house is laid on their "hearts. Your 
horses' hoofs went over their nerves. 


Every item of your success has been to 


them an item of discomfiture and de- 
spair. Just as soon as in any respect 
you rise above your fellows, if you arc 
more virtuous, if you are more wise, if 
you are more influential, you cast a 
shadow on the prospect of others. The 
road to honor and success is within reach 
of the enemy's guns. Jealousy says, 
"Stay down, or I'll knock you down." ""I 
do not like you," said the snowflake to 
the snowbird. 
"Why don't you like 


me?" said the snowbird. "Ohr said tho 
snow/Iako, "you arc going i;p and I am 
coming down." Young merchants, young 
lawyers, young doctors, young mechan- 
ic.-, young artists, young farmers, at cer- 
tain times there were those tosyrnpathize 
with you, but, now that you are becom- 
ing master of your particular occupation 
or profession, how is it now, young law- 
yers, young doctors, young artists, young 
farmers, how is it now? The greatest 
crime that you can commit is the crime 
of success. 


Again, my subject impresses me with 


the value of decision of character in any 
department. 
Daniel knew that if he

the ballot-box is no reason why Christian 
men should retreat from the arena. The 
last time you ought to give up your child 
or forsake your child is when it is sur- 
rounded by a company of Ghoctaws; and 
the last time to surrender the ballot-box 
is when it is surrounded by impurity and 
dishonesty and all sorts of wickedness. 


Daniel stood on a most unpopular plat- 


form. He stood firmly, though the dem- 
agogues of the day hissed at him and 
tried to overthrow him. AVc must carry 
our religion into politics. But there are 
a great many men who are in favor of

is, "an additional name;" as also a newt 
was an ewt. 
On the other hand an 


adder was originally a nadder, and an 
umpire was a numpire—that is, a non- 
peer. Azure ought to be lazur, but 
this mistake was made in the French, 
where lazur was mistaken for 1'azur. 
The word comes from the low Latin 
lazur, a blue-colored stone, generally 
known as lapis lazuli. The Latin name 
comes from the mines of Lajwurd, 
where the mineral was found. 
We 


laugh at the gardener who always spoke 
of China asters as "Chinese oysters," 
or the old woman who suffered much 
from "brown crisis" (bronchitis), or the 
other old woman who liked to hear 
about the "Syrup Finishing woman" 
(Syro-Phcenician); but we do not see 
anything funny in sneaking of Tartars, 
when we mean the "people whose real 
-name is Tatars. The sailor talk about

^papers in Austria. 


In Austria, every newspaper appear- 


ing more than twice u month has to de- 
posit caution money, if politics 
are 


treated or mentioned. For Vienna and 
surroundings, this deposit is fixed at 
§9,000; for towns of 60,000 inhabitants, 
at $3,000; for towns of 30,000 inhabi^ 
tants. at $2,000; and for all other places 
at $1,000; but papers only appearing 
three times a week need only pay half 
that amount. By infringement of the 
press laws, the caution money may be 
partly or wholly forfeited; and all fines 
are levied on the amount, which has 
again to be made up to the original 
sum, if the papers ore to go on. To 
facilitate governmental control, 
the 


printer of every paper has to forward 
copies of it to the local police, to tho 
public prosecutor, to the chief of the 
local government, to the Minister of 
State, to the Supreme Police Depart- 
ment, beside supplying the imperial 
court librarv and the local court or na- 
tional libraries. 
The publication of a 


paper can be stopped either by the po* 
lice, or by decision of a court of law ; 
but the transmission of foreign papers 
by the post can only be prohibited by 
order of the Minister of State. In 1871 
twenty-three foreign papers were not 
allowed to enter the Empire, and fifty- 
two Austrian-Hungarian papers were 
debarred from being sent py post. 
Moreover, the Austrian press has to 
submit to a stamp duty, abolished in 
Hungary, but not in tho remainder of 
the Empire, though many efforts have 
been made to obtain its total abolition; 
and this adds not only to the cost of the 
papers, but necessarily restricts tho 
number of readers. 
It is, tbciefore, 


not to be wondered at if these newspa- 
pers cannot live without some sort of 
extraneous support; and the want of 
independence of a considerable part of 
tho continental press may be traced to 
the constant interference of the author- 
ities, and to a limited circulation, which 
renders it impossible to secure tho serv- 
ices of men indifferent to outside influ- 
ences and satisfied with the fair earn* 
ings of an unfettered pen.

THE WRECKING TRAIN. 


Something About the Outfit Carried 


in Ita Cars. 


Accidents will happen occasionally on 


he best managed railroads, und somc- 
inies had wrecks happen, the cause of 
which frequently is a mystery, und the 
.rnuks are blockaded for hours. 
For 


every minute the track remains blocked 
uoncv and time urc lost, and passenger 
;ud freight tnillic is interrupted. So the 
railroads are alwavs prepared, and with- 
in thirty minutes after « wreck hns hap- 
pened a wrecking train is ou the wny 
tvith a trained crew of incii, and if the 
telegram announcing the wreck says that 
msscngcrs or employees are injured the 
wrecking train comes along with its 
ihrsicians, 
bandages iind cots. 
A 


wrecking train is about the homeliest 
thing owned by a railroad company, but 
when they are needed they are needed 


idly. 
The wrecking cars urc kept at the end 


of a division, and are directly under tho 
control of the superintendent of that 
division. The wrecking train is Com- 
iosed of three cars and u powerful loco- 
notive, nnd all -the cars arc fitted with 
lir brtikes. The first car is what is 
mown as the tmck car. The body of 
th* car is very low, and upotf it are car- 
ried-two 
extra pairs of tracks, rails, 


cross ties und spikes, for sometimes the 
track is torn up in a. wreck. The second 
car is the wrecking car. It is built of 
:hc heaviest timber, und is mounted on 
two pairs of small, heavy trucks. Half 


the car is covered over .and the other 
lf is a mere platform, but arising from 


the centre is a powerful derrick with a- 
28-foot boom, with this powerful con- 
trivance trucks, cars and locomotives are 
swung about The covered portion of 
the car resembles inside the store-room 
of u ship, as there urc so many cables 
linngiug around. 


In one end of the car are two closets, 


one containing the food for the crew. 
The locker is always well filled, for there 
is no telling when the wrecking train 
may be called into service. The other 
closet or locker contains medicines, 
bandages, and u portable telegraph out- 
fit, with scvcml coils of wire. If the 
wreck is n bud one the instrument IB 
brought into use. An operator is picked 
up at the first station along the road, und 
when the scene of the accident is reached 
the wires are set and a telegraph office is 


>tublished. The car curries rope of 


every size and kind up to three inches in 
diameter, hydraulic jacks for raising en- 
gines and curs, levers, pulleys and der- 
rick tackle of all kind*. On the Louis- 
ville and Nashville first division wreck- 
ing- cars there arc carried :100 feet of 


iila (hrcc-inrh rope for putting en- 


gines on the track, !100 feet of two-inch 
lull line for pulling purposes, 275 fu«t 
11-inch rope for tliu derrick, two sixty- 
foot sections of three-inch switch rojiu 
Tor pulling on cars, 240 feet 2)-ineb n>i»c 
Tor the same purpose, and 230 feet of 
three-inch rope for putting on trucks, 
nnd 500 feet for guy lines. Tho next 
;ar is the "block car," containing t>hort 
blocks of wood of every size for block- 
ing up c.tr* and locomotives. 


At every wreck cars nro generally 


tumbled about in confusion, and thu 


reeking crew begin on these. 
The 


shuttered ones lire punhc'l oft tho track, 
and those left in n little better condi- 
tion uro put on the truck and drawn 


•ay. ' After this is done there Is ono 
more disabled cngincn. The heuvy

French barons arc not entitled to a 
coronet, but to what is called a tortil, a 
circlet of gold having n necklace of tiny 
pearls three times around it. The Ger- 
man prince's coronet is very peculiar, 
with its graceful curves of pearls—its 
ermine circled—and the globe and cross, 
indicative of an imperial grant.

Hotel thieves are more adept, can 


tious, and take more risks. Their re- 
wards come rich and qnicklv, and as 
they usually lodge at the hotel where 
they operate, they are rarely suspect- 
ed. Their kit of tools is • simple one, 
and its contents »re given in the ac- 
companying cat. No. 1 is known as 
the "wiildy." This instrument, run 
through a key-hole or gimlet-hole, can 
throw back any mortise spring or 
sliding 1»U in use. It will operate the 
tlnest night-latch. No. '2 is used on 
sliding bolts only. No. 8 cutchcs the 
bolt.

There were 
Irills of the finest temper and manu- 
facture, steel sawn and chisels- that 
lost many hundreds of dollars, mnlHed 
books attached to ropes to cross from 
roof to roof, and a steel and silk ladder 
a hundred feet long, and yet so com- 
pact that it could be hidden in a coat- 
;leevo. There was, too, five hundred 
lollars' worth of dynamite, tho burglar 
laving broken into a powder-house to 
;ecure it. 
When arrested, he claimed 


hat the drills were for use in mining, 
and the ladders wore 'mere fire-es- 
capes, and he actually got free of the 
charge of having burglars* implements 
n his possession.

In Austria, every newspaper appear- 


ing more than twice a month hail to de- 
posit caution money, if poljtitu 
ttre 


treated or mentioned, tfqr Vienna and 
surroundings, this deposit is fixed at 
$9,000; for towns of 00,000 inhabitants, 
at 43,000; for towns of 30,000 inhabit 
tanu. at $2,000; and for all other places 
atfil.OOO; but papers only atmearing 
three times a week need only pay half 
that amount. By infringement Of the 
press laws, tlio caution money may be 
partly or wholly forfeited; and all fines 
are levied on the amount, which ban 
again to be made up to the original 
sum, if the papers arb to go on. To 
facilitate governmental control, 
the 


printer of every paper haa to forward 
copies of it to the local police, to tho 
public prosecutor, to tho chief of the 
local government, to the Minister of 
State, to the Supreme Police Depart- 
ment, beside supplying the imperial 
court library and "the local court or na- 
tional libraries. Tbe publication of a 
paper can be stopped either by tbe po* 
lice, or by decision of a court of law; 
bub the transmission of foreign papers 
by the post can onlv bo prohibited by 
order of tbe Minister of State. In 1871 
twenty-three foreign papers were not 
allowed to enter the Empire, and fiftv- 
two Austrian-Hungarian papers were 
debarred from being sent py post. 
Morooyer, the Austrian press bus to 
submit to a stamp duty, abolished in 
Hungary, but not in the remainder of 
the Empire, though many efforts havo 
been made to obtain its total abolition ; 
and this adds not only to the cost of tho 
papers, but necessarily restricts tho 
number of readers. 
It is, therefore, 


not to bo wondered at if these newspa- 
pers cannot live without some sort of 
extraneoiia support; and tbo want of 
•independence of a considerable part of 
tbo continental press may be traced to 
tho constant interference of tbo nuthorr 
itiea, and to a limited circulation, which 
Tenders it impossible to secure tho serv- 
ices of men indifferent to outside influ- 
ences and satisfied with the fair earn* 
ingfl of an unfettered pen.
